MMkleg or anthrax fever has made its 
appearance in the valley, and farmers 
desirous of not'Yoslng their cattle should 
take prompt measures agaiait it.

For the benefit 


of the farmers the following history of 
the disease, <ila oh*raoteristioB*nd man- 
ner of treatment ate given from the re- 
port of Dr. James Law, of Cornell 
University. 


BISTOBT Of THK DISEASE. 


It first made its appearance in the 


village of Otto, Cattarangns county, 
New York, about the 27th of February, 
1881, on the farm of a Mr. Allen. This 
farm lies on high ground about half a 
mile, from the village, and: was pat of 
the way of all cattle traffic, the cattle on 
the farm having been all raised there* 
even to the bull, which was one of the 
common herd. Thus isolated, the con- 
ditions furnished presumptive evidence 
against infection from without, outside 
of a supposition that-the tenant was a 
German who might have had visits from 
friends (emigrsrits or otherwise) carry- 
ing with them infected clothing. With- 
in from five to eight days Mr. Allen 
lost seven oows froti the'unknown com- 
plaint; A Mr. Drake, two miles dis- 
tant, had lost a oow, and so am—cows 
kept on dying in widely separated farms. 


THE STMPTOH9. 


Temperature from 103 to 107 degrees. 


Tbe affected animal is dull, sluggish, 
with hind limbs drawn forward, aud 
back slightly arched as if from abdomi- 
nal pain; flanks hollow; soft, doughy 
sensation in 'the region of the spleen; 
eyes doll, glassy and retracted. The 
visible mnoons membranes have a dusky 
hue; there is much debility, aud some- 
times tbe fetal membranes are projected 
from the vulva. 
In many cases a fetid 


diarrhea will exist, and tbe dung bloody. 


THK SUPPOSED CAUSES, 


In seeking to ascertain the reason of 


the cause of the outbreak. Dr. Law 
found that the Und was mainly loamy 
or gravelly, but was underlaid at cei- 
ta:n points by a subsoil of hardpan, 
which determined the 
retention of 


moisture and favored the preservation 
of tbe anthrax germ. As to the origi- 
nal introduction of the germ, the Doc- 
tor found a presumptive explanation m 
the history ol the pigs on the plane. In 
the course of four years prior as many 
as 74 pigs, mostly western, had died on 
the farm. The dead animals were some- 
times allowed to he in the lot adjoining 
the pig pen till they became very offen- 
sive, and when buried were mostly cov- 
ered up in » flat place where a loamy 
soil covered a dense hurdpan, HO that it 
did not readily dry out, and gave ample 
opportunity for the preservation of the 
anthrax germs. The cattle had had ac- 
cess to the lot where the dead pigs lay 
decomposing, and also received hay 
from the meadows where the pigs had 
been buried 
From either of these 


sources they may have received the an 
thrax germ, as in both places those that 
had been preserved in the depth ol the 
soil were liable to be brought up and 
deposited on the surface by earthworm*. 
There they could be collected with the 
hay, licked fiotn the surface of the soil, 
or blown on the winds to mingle with 
the food or wutei. 


THE BBST MK&NS OF ml.\BNTIOS, 


Are stated to be the immediate destruc- 
tion of tbe carcass by burning, and the 
disinfection of barns, pig pena and yards 
with chloride of line and quicklime 
scattered in tho jards, and applied to 
buildings in the form of * wJaUowash, 
containing » quarter of a pound of chlo 
ride of lime to each "gallon of water 
The buildings should also be fumigated 
with sulphur, and the manure, mada for 
a fortnight before and the same time 
ufter tbe outbreak, should be burnt. 
Finally the whole herd of cows should 
be put on the following diet. Chlorate 
of potash, 2 drachms; bi-sulphite of so- 
da, 4 drachms, carbolic ucid, 1 drachm, 
to be dissolved in water unct mixed i a 
tbe food of each animal every morning. 
Each sick cow shoultfbe given in uddi- 
tiou every night one drachm of iodide 
of potash aud two grains of bi-chromate 
of potash. 
If these precautions ure 


taken and tbe farmer ktfeps a close 
lookout on tbe health and appearance 
of his animals, the disease will be 
promptly stamped out of the valley am 
little harm done. 


A Correction 


Owing to an unfortunate error, the 


word irresponsibility instead of insuf- 
ficiency was used m making mention o; 
the award on the bids for burying the 
county indigent dead, as cau be seen in 
the record of the proceedings of the 
Board of Commissioners. Mr. Beemer 
in wording his bid, neglected, nnfortu 
nately. to specify the place of burial 
This rendered his bid insufficient, in 
valid, or irresponsible, ,io the sole sense 
in which the latter term was used. It 
was the bid solely referred to, and not 
Mr. Beemer, who is an old resident am 
has enough backers to make him'en 
lirely respbmsiWe ii any business. 


Last Thursday and day before yester- 


day qiaite a party, composed of Alvaro 
Evans, Wm. Jonas, 8. Beemer, James 
Kennedy, Nick Hammersmith, Charley 
Williams, M. Upson, W. Sanders, Jim 
Hollarday and three others, started up 
the river and dragged it from the point 
where the learchraJud oeased the day 
before.

At 
be deep hole where the accident occur- 
red Billy Jones dived ten successive 
imes, and the horses were secured and 
owed over the dam, where they are 
still underwater. It was'thought the 
wo bodies might have been deep in the 
hole, under the horses, and much atten* 
ion was given to the spot. Billy re- 
ceives everywhere the highest- *neomi- 
nnis for his skill and industry. He. had 
a rope attached to his body, so that in 
case of possible accident while diving 
he could be hauled up. Alvaro Evans 
and Kennedy looked like beavers in 
wading the river. After working down 
he river some distance, at the earnest 
solicitations of Mrs. Ltroombe, tbe 
iver was worked back again, the lady 
laving an intuition that the bodies bad 
odged back near the dam. But all ef- 
forts were futile. Yesterdsy the search- 
era had reached a point, in the river 
near Mistoh's, where a deep hole has 
been partially explored. 
Sanders may 


eke a party of four men down this 
morniug 
when the search will be 


continued. Though giant powder was 
ired at various points it produced no 
result, as tbe Truckee water flows from 
Lake Takoe, from which bodies never 
rise, it is hardly likely that the bodies 
are very far from where the accident 
took place—suoh at any rate is tbe prev- 
alent opinion.
